I  always  hated  to  operate  a  typewriter,  therefore,  for¬ 
me  to  finally  complete  three  writings  of  the  following  data 
concerning  the  Shelley  Family  is  indeed  an  accomplishment. 

Each  of  you  will  receive  an  original  copy,  the  carbons  in¬ 
cluding  the  typographical  errors,  will  be  presented,  with 
no  apologies  offered,  to  the  Penna.  State  Library  and  to  the 
historical  societies  of  Lancaster  and  York;  Counties. 

As  a  hobby,  these  notes  were  leisurely  gathered  as  time 
permitted  over  a  period  of  twenty  years.  Many  people  as¬ 
sisted  me-  In  the  earlier  years  Miss  Ferguson  of  the  State 
Library,  Mrs.  Claire  R.  Shirk  of  Harrisburg  and  Mrs.  John  L. 
Fryburg,  Registrar,  the  Hugenot  Society  of  Pennsylvania  were 
most  helpful.  During  the  last  few  years  M.  Luther  Heisey, 
genealogist,  Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  and  Charles 
F.  Kauffman,  author  of  The  Kauffman -Coffman  Lineages,  supplied 
me  with  a  wealth  of  material.  A  letter  from  Mrs.  Grafton  S. 
Kennedy  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  enclosing  data  she  had  collected  in 
1917  in  the  family  graveyard  on  Shelley  Island  was  deeply  ap¬ 
preciated.  The  cemetry  records  of  the  Lancaster  and  York 
County  Historical  Socie ties  .  contained  much  useful  material.

Who  was  the  first  Shelly  to  arrive  in  Pennsylvania?^ 

That's  a  fair  question  and  deserves  a  fair  answer-.  I  DON'T 

KNOW  . 

The  earliest  record.  I  found  of  a  Shelly  in  Pennsylvania  wa 
that  of  Elizabeth  who  married  John  Falkner  in  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  in  Philadelphia,-  May  21,  1720.  In  1733  an 
Abraham  Shelly  acquired  land  in  Bucks  County.  That  year  a 
Christian  Shelly  applied  for  land  in  what  is  now  Manheim  Town¬ 
ship,  Lancaster  County.  In  September,  173^ >  a  Jacob  Shelley  ^ 
applied  for  land  along  the  Little  Conestoga  Creek  in  Hempfielci 
Township.  It  has  not  been  determined  whether  Elizabeta, 
Abraham",  Christian  and  Jacob  were  re1- .ted  .  It  does  appear 
Christian  and  Jacob  were  brothers  as.  the  will  oi  ^Jacob  oateu 
May  18,  1752,  referred  to  "my  brother  Christian. 

No  record  of  the  arrival  of  these  people  has  been  found. 
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Penna .  Archives,  2nd  Ser.  Vol.  17*  p*  245  under  date  of 
l  Sept.  30;  1743.>  Ship  Robert  and  Alice  lists  Johannes  Shalley, 
Christian  Shalley,  Hans  Adam  Shalley  and  Joh.  Ludwig  Shalley. 

It  is  entirely  possible  that  Christian  and  Jacob  may  have 
been  the  sons  or  brothers  of  Adam  Shalley.  The  Orphans  Court 
records  of  Lancaster  Co.  (Docket  Book  175^ “1757 >  page  115 > 

Sept-  15,  1758)  refer  to  Adam  Shally  and  wife  Elizabeth  as  the 
administrators  of  Benedict  Breckbill  and  on  page  116,  same  date, 
there  appears  the  notation  "Jacob  Shalley,  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  Adam  Shalley,  deceased."  This  latter  record  speaks 
of  the  widow  of  Adam,  the  eldest  son  and  six  other  children  but 
lists  no  names.  Lacking  better  proof,  I  must  assume  no  relation¬ 
ship  existed  between  Jacob  and/or  Christian  and  Adam  although  it 
is  entirely  possible  either  Jacob  or  Christian,  or  both,  may 
have  returned  to  Europe  to  assist  other  members  of  the  family 
to  Pennsylvania. 

Abraham  Shelly  of  Bucks  County  was  a  Mennonite.  Jacob  of 
Lancaster  County  lived  among  the  Mennonites  and  married  into 
a  Mennonite  family,  as  did  two  of  his  sons.  It  therefore  seems 
fair  to  assume  Jacob  was  a  Mennonite*  Subsequent  findings  seem 
to  substantiate  this  conclusion. 

When  I  was  a  youngster  I  knew  many  Shelleys,  cousins  of 
various  degree,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing  many  family 
traditions.  Life  being  w hat  it  is  today,  you  missed  all  this. 
With  this  in  mind,  these  pages  were  prepared  with  the  hope  you 
will  be  able  to  come  to  a  better  understanding  of  your 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  ancestors.

The  records  of  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs  for  Lancaster 

County  (Vol.  A.  No.  15,  page  636 - C  185-2.62)  state  Christian 

Shelly  applied  for  200  A*  of  land  March  J,  1733 *  and  that  he  re¬ 
ceived  265  A  situate  in  Manheim  Township  by  Proprietary  Patent 
dated  June  4,  1751* 

The  will  of  Christian  Shelly  dated  April  22,  1760  provided  40 
Pounds  for  wife  Magdalena  and  that  John  Gingrey  (Gingrich),  son- 
in-law,  married  to  Catharine  Shelly,  shall  receive  the  real  es¬ 
tate,  John  to  pay  400  Pounds,  i.e.  50  Pounds  to  each  of  tne  fol¬ 
lowing  children:  Mary;  Ann;  Margaret;  Elizabeth;  Easter,  Frena; 
Susanna  and  Christian.  Jacob,  a  son,  having  been  provided  with 
a  tract  of  land,  was  not  to  participate  in  the  estate-  Witnesse 
to  the  will  were  Michael  Kauffman  and  Valentine  Grosh.  Will  was 
probated  March  12,  1767* 

Jacob,  the  son,  died  sometime  between.  April  22,  1760  and  June  C, 
1761. 

Deed  of  June  6,  1761,  recorded  Deed  Book  F'F,  page  1 66  states 
Christian  Shelly  and  his  wife,  Magdalena,  by  their  deed  of  May 
15,  1759 j  did  grant  to  their  son  J^cob  78  acres,  the  same  being 
part  of  the  265  A-  granted  to  Christian  by  Patent.  Jacob  Shelly 
having  since  died  intestate  and  unmarried. 

Charles  Cayser  and  Mary  his  wife,  late  Mary  Shelly 
Margaret  Haldiman,  widow,  late  the  wife  of  John  Haldirnan, 
deceased,  formerly  Margaret  Shelly 
Samuel  Huber  and  Esther,  his  wife,  late  Esther  Shelly

all  of  the  County  of  Lancaster,  granted  to  Elizabeth  Shelly,  the 
78  A.  for  14-8  Pounds  5  Shillings.

The  date  of  probate  of  the  will  of  Christian  Shelly  is  quite 
confusing.  Apparently  Christian  died  prior  to  June  19*  l?6l 
although  the  will  was  not  probated  until  1767*  Deed  Book;  H,  p. 

109  cites  the  will  of  Christian  and  recites  as  of  June  19*  1761 
the  land  was  transferred  to  John  Igngrey  who  trasferred  to  his 
elder  brother  Jacob  Gingrey,  and  that  Jacob  Gingrey  transferred 
to  Elizabeth  Shelly,  now  wife  of  Peter  Weyland,  Susanna  Shelly, 
and  John  Reyser  and  wife,  Catherine  Shelly,  by  deed  the  same 

date.  (Note  - John  Gingrey  is  apparently  dead  at  this  time  as 

his  wife  now  appears  to  be  the  spouse  of  John  Reyser.)  In  turn, 
by  Deed  of  Dec.  14,  1761,  Susanna  Shelly  and  John  Reyser  and 
wife  Catharine  sold  to  Peter  Weyland  (he  to  support  the  widow 
of  Christian  Shelly)  for  800  Pounds. 

Misc.  Book,  1763-1767,  page  282  -  in  re  Jacob  Shelly,  deceased, 

....at  the  instance  of  John  Eppler  and  Frena ,  his  wife,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  Christian  Shelly,  deceased,  and  sister  of  Jacob 
Shelly,  deceased,  it  is  ordered  that  a  Petition  do  issued  to 
Peter  Weyland  of  Warwick  Township  to  appear  at  the  next  Orphans 
Court  to  be  held  at  Lancaster,  the' first  Tuesday  in  June,  next, 
to  show  cause,  if  any  he  hath,  why  an  Inquest  should  be  awarded 
by  the  Court  to  make  partition  of  the  lands  whereof  the  said 
Jacob  Shelly  died  seized  in  fee,  intestate,  to  and  among  the 
Heirs -at -Law  of  the  said  Jacob. 

Book  1768-1772,  page  268.  June  9*  1771*  Christian  Shelly,  minor, 
son  of  Crhistian  Shelly,  of  Manheirn,  deceased,  above  the  age  of 
14,  has  Michael  Kaufman,  of  Hempfield  Township,  appointed  his 
guardian.  Note --a  Michael  Kaufman  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of 
Christian  Shelly,  Sr. 

Book  Y,  vol.  2,  p.  35.  Will  dated  Sept.  23,  1804,  probated  May 
22,  1821,  Eve  Catharine  Shelly,  of  Hempf'ielcl  Twp.  mentions  two 
sons,  Michael  and  John  George,  and  daughter,  Barbara.  Jacob  Getz, 
who  was  named  as  Executor  was  the  husband  ol  Bai3?ara.  It  is  re¬ 
lieved  Eva  Catharine  was  the  widow  of  Christian,  Jr.

The  following  map  shows  the  land  holdings  of  some  of  these  people. 
It  is  thought  the  lands  of  Hans  Kneisley  may  have  been  owned  at 
one  time  by  Anthony  Kneisley.  Traditionally,  Widow  Stipkin  or 
Stevens,  whose  lands  are  indicated,  was  the  sister  of  Jacob  Shelly. 
Nothing  was  found  in  the  public  record  to  support  this. 

By  virtue  of  a  Proprietary  Warrant  dated  Sept-  4,  1734  and  Patent 
of  December  29,  1739,  Jacob  Shelly  acquired  327  acres  of  land  ”on 
a  branch  of  the  Little  Cones tgoe  Creek  in  Hempfield  Township, 

County  of  Lancaster,”  See  Survey  Book  C  182-1 65  and  Patent  Book 
A  1-3- 

Jacob  Shelly's/will  written  in  German  and  signed  with  the  mark 
JS  was  translated  by  Abram  Myer.  In  the  will  he  refers  to  the 
land  holdings  of  his  sons  Jacob  abd  Michael  in  Rapho  Township 
and  to  those  of  his  sons  Christian  and  Abraham  in  Donegal  Township. 
He  also  referred  to  ”my  brother  Christian.”  The  will  dated  May 
l8,  1752  was  not  admitted  to  probate. 
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Jacob  Shelly’s  land,  situate  on  a  branch  of  the  Little  Conestoga 
Creek  in  Hempfield  Twop.,  Lancaster  Co.  containing  j2b  A-  and 
Allowance.  Warrant  of  Sept,  4,  1734,  surveyed  May  10,  1734,

The  two  deeds  referred  to  were  part  of  the  administration  of  the 
estate  of  Jacob  Shelly.  Ey  these  deeds  Mary  Shelly  and  Peter 
Bowman,  her  husband,  acquired  147  acres  of  the  land  acquired  by 
the  father  by  Patent  .  The  remaining  l80  acres  were  transferred 
to  Peter  Shelly. 

The  widow,  Mary  Kneisley  Shelly,  later  became  the  wife  of  Henry 
Landis  (Landus).

By  their  deed  of  February  1,  1759;  Jacob  Shelly  and  Anna,  his 
wife,  conveyed  183  acres  of  land  in  Rapho  Township  (formerly 
Donegal)  to  his  brother  Christian  Shelly,  the  same  being  a 
tract  of  land  which  by  Patent  of  the  Honourable  Proprietaries 
of  Pennsylvania  was  granted  to  Jacob  Shelly  and  recorded  in 
Patent  Book  A,  Vol .  II,  page  248. 

Ref.  Deed  Book  0,  p.  399j  Lane.  Co. 

By  deed  dated  1758  Cornelius  Lane  of  Lancaster  conveyed  jointly 
to  Jacob  Shelly  and  his  Brother  Daniel  Shelly  4 4  acres  in  Newbury 
Township,  York  County,  the  land  having  been  acquired  by  Lane  in 
1752.  Cornelius  Lane  was  the  father-in-law  of  Daniel  Shelly. 

By  deed  of  April  16,  1784,  Daniel  Shelly  and  wife  Elizabeth  sold 
their  interest  in  this  land  to  Jacob. 

By  deed  of  Oct.  1,  1770,  James  Rankin  of  York  County  conveyed 
a  portion  of  Tract  55^6  to  Jacob. 

By  Patent  of  May  17,  1770  (Book  AA-11-310)  Jacob  Shelly  acquired 
25  Acres,  being  the  extreme  lower  end  of  Keys  Island  (now  Shelly 
Island).  This  land  abutted  the  property  of  his  brother  Daniel. 
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Jacob  Shelley's  Land  situate  in  Donegal  Twp.  (now  Rapho  Twp.)^ 
Lancaster  Co.  containing  183  A.  and  Allowance.  Warrant  Apr.  2jj 
1740.  Surveyed  April  21,  1741-  Settled  3  years  before  date  of 
warrant.  Survey  Book  C  182-206*  Patented  to  Jacob  Shelley 
Oct.  10,  1743.  Pat.  Book  A -11 -248. 
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2-1  (continued) 


At  the  time  of  his  death  Jacob  Shelly  was  the  owner  of  sizeable 
real  estate  holdings.  June  5,  1776  (Orphans  Court  Vol .  C. 
p.  242-243  York  County)  Mary  Shelly  widow,  Daniel  Shelly  and 
John  Dreichler,  Administrators  of  the  estate  petition  the  court 
to  sell  the  lands.  The  fact  that  the  Courts  of  York  did  not 
function  for  a  period  during  the  Revolutionary  War  may  be  the 
explanation  for  the  delay  in  settling  this  estate. 

August  31  >  1785  (O.C.  Vol.  E,  p.  310)  the  above  Administrators 
sold  a  I50  acre  tract  in  Newberry  to  Samuel  Keller  for  90 
pounds.  At  this  term  of  court  Jacob  Jr.  and  Mary,  both  over 
17  years,  chose  John  Treichler  (Dreichler)  of  York  Township, 

York  Co.  as  guardian. 

October  28,  1785  the  same  Administrators  requested  confirmation 
of  sale  of  land  to  Cornelius  Lane.  (0  .0 .  Vol.  E,  p.  326-327) 

September  1,  1790,  Barbara,  who  was  lame/  petitioned  the  court 
to  appoint  Daniel  Shelly,  uncle,  of  Dauphin  County,  her  guardian. 
(O.C.  F,  p.  268,  York  Co.). 

March  22,  1791 ,  Jacob  Shelly,  Jr.  of  Newberry  Twonship  petitioned 
the  court,  stated  that  Jacob,  his  father,  died  fifteen  years  ago 
and  that  he  was  the  owner  of  lands,  and  was  survived  by  his  widow, 
Mary,  Jacob,  the  petitioner,  and  Mary,  Barbara  and  Catherine. 
Request  was  made  to  have  the  lands  appraised.  (O.C.  Vol.  F, 
p.  232). 


Sheriff  Laub  appraised  the  lands,  65O  acres  in  Newberry  Township 
and  30  A.  on  an  island  in  the  Susquehanna.  Jacob,  Jr-  Accepted 
the  appraisal.  Jacob  was  all  owed  L  8-7-0  for  expenses  and  was 
to  pay  the  widow  Mary  a  dower  of  L  12-16-17  yearly  and  was  to 
retain  as  his  share  L  171-2-1  plus  L  42-15-6^  after  widow  dies. 
Each  of  the  others,  Mary,  Barbara  and  Catherine  were  to  receive 
L  85-I3-3  plus  L  2-7-9'i  when  the  widow  dies. 

(O.C.  F.  3^3-344,  Mar.  27,  1791,  York  Co.). 

There  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  indicate  which  of  Jacob’s 
wives' was  the  mother  of  the  children. 
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CHRISTIAN  SHELLY  Lorn  about  1728  died  in  Raopho  Township, 
Lancaster  Co.  prior  to  March  8,  1738,  married 
MAGDALENA  PEELMAN  (BE I DIE  MAN )  who  died  prior  to  April  Ij,  1796.

Magdalena  Peelman  was  the  daughter  of  Chritian  Peelman  late  of 
Manor  Township,  Lancaster  County.  (See  Jacob  Shelly  2-1) 

As  noted  under  Jacob  Shelly  ( 2 -1 )  Christian  acquired  183  acres 
of  land  in  Rapho  Township  from  his  brother  February  1,  1759* 
Christian  and  Magdalena  subsequently  transferred  title  to  this 
land  to  Christian,  Jr.  Christian's  signature  on  the  deed  is  in 
German,  Magdalena  used  a  mark. 

Deed  acknowledged  flay  17#  1732,  recorded  March  2,  1798,  Deed 
Eook  XX,  p.  628,  Lane.  Co.  This  land,  presently  known  as  the 
old  Christian  Shelly  farm,  remained  in  the  family  for  several 
generations.  Each  transfer  of  ownership  will  be  noted. 

There  is  a  family  burial  plot  on  this  land.  This  plot  will  be 
later  referred  to  as  Shelley  Graveyard. 

Jacob  Shelly  and  Daniel  Shelly  (2-6)  were  the  principal  owners 
of  an  island  in  the  Susquehanna  River, now  known  as  Shelley 
Island.  By  deeds  of  1770  and  1774  Daniel  sold  Christian  7 5 
acres  of  this  land.  This  land  was  the  land  across  the  island 
immediately  above  that  of  Jacob  on  the  lower  tip  of  t tie  island. 
Whether  Christian  and  Magdalena  lived  on  the  island  is  uncertain 
however  it  is  conceivable  they  may  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
comparative  safety  of  the  island  during  the  Revolutionary  period 
In  any  event  the  ownership  of  the  island  satisfies  the  York 
County  tradition  relative  to  the  island,  "originally  there  were 
three  brothers." 

By  a  deed  of  November  14,  17^3 j  Christian  and  Magdalena  deed  the 
45  acres  of  island  land  to  their  son  Peter.  Peter,  who  survived 
his  father,  died  unmarried  and  without  issue  prior  to  the  death 
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2-2  (continued) 


of  his  mother.  Upon  the  death  of  Peter,  his  brothers  and 
sisters  signed  over  their  rights  in  this  land  to  their  mother. 
Magdalena  in  her  will  referred  to  this  land.  In  the  settlement 
of  her  estate  this  land  was  re -acquired  by  Daniel  Shelly. 

By  the  terms  of  Christian's  will  dated  December  30,  1786,  his 
son  Jacob  and  son-in-law  Mark  Martin  were  named  Executors.  A 
picture  of  the  life  and  customs  of  the  day  may  be  drawn  from 
the  following  quotations  from  the  will. 

"I  recommend  my  Soul  to  Almighty  God  who  gave  it  to  me,  and  my 
Body  to  the  Earth  from  whence  it  was  taken  to  be  buried  in  a 
Chritian  like  manner.” 

"item.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  Magdalena  the 
one  full  third  part  of  all  my  Estate,  real  and  personal,  and 
also  two  chests,  her  wearing  apparel,  the  cloth,  her  spinning 
wheel  and  saddle,  and  her  feather  bed  with  the  bedstead  and  the 
furniture  to  the  same  bed  belonging  in  my  bedroom;  and  also  the 
room  wherein  I  now  live,  with  all  what  is  contained  therein,  to 
wit,  the  stove  with  all  what  belongs  to  it,  and  the  table, 
benches,  and  chairs,  and  everything  that  is  fastened  with  nails. 
And  also  a  right  in  the  kitchen  cellar,  bake  oven  and  bake  house 
and  spring  house  on  this  my  plantation  to  live  therein  with  li¬ 
berty  to  pass  and  repass  as  she  pleases,  as  long  as  she  shall 
live  and  remain  my  widow-  And  further  she  shall  be  provided 
with  firewood  as  much  as  she  may  want  yearly  which  shall  be 
brought  to  the  house,  and  be  cut  short  and  split,  so  as  she  may 
choose  to  use  it.  And  she  shall  and  may  have  as  much  of  the 
cabbage  and  kitchen  garden  as  she  may  want  or  use,  which  shall 
be  sufficiently  supplied  with  manure,  and  be  kept  in  good  fence 
or  inclosure  as  is  necessary.  And  she  may  take  as  much  of  the 
fruit,  to  wit,  apples  and  pears  as  she  stands  in  need  of  or  may 
want.  She  shall  also  have  a  right  to  take  a  horse  creature 
which  soever  she  will  or  may  choose  when  as  as  often  as  she  may 
have  occasion  to  ride  without  hundrance .  And  she  shall  have  a 
milch  cow  which  soever  she  may  choose  among  my  cattle  as  and  for 
her  property  which  shall  be  fed  and  kept  in  the  stables  and  fields 
with  the  other  cattle.  And  I  do  further  order  and  direct  that 
all  the  above  mentioned  articles  shall  be  faithfully  and  inviol¬ 
ably  observed  and  performed  by  the  possessor  of  my  land  and  plan¬ 
tation,  whether  he  be  one  of  my  children  or  a  stranger.” 

The  inventory  of  the  goo$s  and  chatties  listed  the  following 
items  of  interest:  Six  bushels  of  salt;  a  parcel  of  honey; 
twenty-six  bushels  of  Indian  Corn;  sundry  carpenter  tools;  one 
weaver's  loom  with  the  utensils  and  implements  pertaining  thereto; 
one  old  musket  and  one  conch  shell. 
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The  records  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Lancaster  County  show  that 
the  Executors  of  the  Estate  of  Christian  Shelly  distributed  L 
2641  -8  -0  among  the  children  or  their  legal  representatives. 

Magdalena  Shelly  in  her  will  dated  November  6,  1792,  appointed 
her  sons  Abraham  and  Christian  and  her  son-in-law,  Christian 
Martin,  Executors  of  her  last  will  and  testament.  The  public 
record  reveals  1704  pounds,  18  pence,  9  shillings  were  paid 
and  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will.

In  connection  with  Christian  Shelly  and  his  wife  Magdalena  two 
real  estate  transactions  should  be  cited  as  they  were  helpful 
in  identifying  his  brother  Abraham. 

Jacob  Shelly,  the  father  of  Chritian,  applied  for  187  Acres  of 
land  in  Donegal  Township.  When  the  Patent  was  granted  August 
10,  1748,  title  was  placed  in  the  name  of  Christian  Shelly.  By 
deed  recorded  in  Deed  Book  0,  p.  201,  Lane.  Co..  Feb.  1,  1759  this 
land  was  transferred  to  Abraham  Shelly.  A  fuller  discussion  of 
this  land  follows  under  Abraham  Shelly  (2-3). 
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ABRAHAM  SHELLY  of  Mount  Joy  Township,  Lancaster  County, 
born  about  173C  hied  prior  to  April  3,  1785,  married

By  virtue  of  a  Patent  dated  December  1,  1748,  Abraham  owned  193 
acres  "by  Chicken . Creek"  in  Donegal  Township.  This  land  is  now 
a  part  of  Mount  Joy  Township.  By  their  deed  of  November  23,  1758 
Abraham  and  wife  Anna  Elizabeth  sold  this  land  to  Henry  Landus 
for  2B0  pounds.  (Deed.  Book  G,  p.  17,  Lane.  Co.).  Henry  Landus 
November  26,  1760,  transferred  this  land  to  his  wife  Mary.  (Deed 
Book  G,  p.  21).  The  Mary  referred  to  was  Mary  Kneisley  Shelly, 
widow  of  Jacob  (2). 

As  referred  to  under  Chritian  Shelly  (2-2)  Abraham  Shelly  ac¬ 
quired  from  his  brother  187  acres  in  Donegal  (now  Mount  Joy 
Township).  (Deed.  Book  0,  p.  201,  Lane.  Co.  Feb.  1,  1759). 

By  his  will  of  August  30  1734,  recorded  April  3,  1786,  Will 
Book  E,  vo.l .  1,  p.  333  j  Lane.  Co-  Abraham  gave  to  his  wife  Anna 
100  pounds  and  made  other  provisions  for  her-  To  eldest  son  5 
pounds  and  the  plantation  on  which  he  (Jacob,  the  eldest  son) 
lives.  To  Christian,  then  a  minor,  the  plantation  on  which 
Abraham  lived  for  900  pounds.  Son  Jacob  Shelly  of  Mount  Joy 
Township  and  son -in -lav;  Michael  Horst  of  Rapho  Township  were 
named  Executors.  See  also  Lane.  Co.  Orphan's  Court  Records

Mary  (Polly)  Shelly  was  the  daughter  of  Daniel  Shelly  (2-6.). 

She  married  Henry  Sharrer  (Shearer  or  Share)  of  Pax  tang.  In¬ 
cluded  In  the  inventory  was  the  bond  of  Sharrar.

There  are  traditions  having  to  do  with  Daniel  Shelly.  The  first 
that  while  standing  beside  the  open  grave  of  his  fourth  wife  he 
removed  his  hat  and  reverntly  looked  to  the  heavens  and  said 
Oh^,  Lord,  must  I  marry  again.  n  The  second  was  that  he  was  the 
father. of  eighteen  children.  There  my  be  some  truth  in  this 
tradition.  It  is  known  his  oldest  surviving  child  was  born  in 
1760.  The  third  of  his  surviving  children  was  not  born  until 
1771* 


Elizabeth  Lane  was  the  daughter  of  Cornelius  and  Elizabeth  Lane 
of  Manheim  Township  and  later  of  Lancaster,  Penna .  Tradition¬ 
ally.  Cornelius  Lane  is  supposed  to  have  supplied  the  brick  for 
Trinity  Church  ot  .Lancaster  and  there  are  those  who  believe  he 
may  have  been  engaged  in  brick  manufacture  rather  than  having 
had  the  brick  imported  from  England.  By  his  will  Lane  left 
money  to  the  Lutheran  and  Mennonite  Church  for  releif  of  the  poor 

It  would  seem  Corneliua  Lane  was  instrumental  in  having  Jacob 
Shelly  and  Dcsniel  Shelly  move  to  York  County.  By  his  deed  "of 
175'3,  previously  referred  to  under  Jacob  Shelly,  he  sold  to  Jacob 
and  Daniel  a  tract  of  land  In  Newberry  Township. 

Orphans  1  Court  Book:  B,  p.  294,  Dauphin  County  lists  the  names  of 
the  children  surviving  Daniel  Shelly.  Two  of  these  were  children 
born  to  Elizabeth  Lane.

Daniel  Shelly 
was .appointed  guardian  for  her  surviving  children  who  were  to 
receive  the  share  of  their  mother  under  the  v/ill  of  Cornelius 
Lane.  August  31,  1737*  Jacob  Shelly  and  his  wife  Ann,  and 
Abraham  Shelly  and  his  wife  Ann,  all  of  Derry  Township,  Dauphin 
County,  both  being  sons  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  Lane  Shelly, 
the  latter  being  one  of  the  daughters  of  the  late  Cornelius  Lane 
of  the  Borough  of  Lancaster,  sign  a  deed  selling  part  of  the  real 
estate  formerly  vested  in  Cornelius  Lane.  (Will  Book  C-l,  p.  559 
and  Deed  Book  GG.,  p.  484,  Lane.

Daniel  Shelly’s  second  wife  was  Elizabeth  Graff,  daughter  of 
Albrecht  and  Barbbara  Graff  of  Newberry  Township,  York  County. 
Elizabeth  Graff  joined  with  Daniel  on  a  deed  dated  August  17, 
1770*  whereby  Daniel,  sold  to  his  brother  Christian  a  portion  of 
Shelley  Island  as  previously  described.  Albrecht  Graff  died  in¬ 
testate.  By  deed  of  May  2,  1774,  recorded  Vol.  F.  York  Co.  we 
learn  he  left  a  widow  Barbara,  son  Christian  Graff  of  Newberry 
Township,  Elizabeth  late  wife  of  Daniel  Shelly  of  Lancaster  Co., 
and  Katherine  wife  of  Abraham  Shelly  of  Rapho  Township ,  Lancas¬ 
ter  County.  Abraham  Shelly  was  the  third  child  of  Cnristian 
Shelly  (2-2). 

Warrant  if 30  covering  Hill  Island,  an  island  containing  268  acres, 
in  the  Susquehanna  River  opposite  the  plantation  of  John  Day  was 
issued  to  Albrecht.  Subsequently  Daniel  Shelly  held  the  deeds 
to  this  land.

Tradition  has  it  Melchoir  Brenneman  migrated  to 
the  wilderness  of  Ohio  where  he  died.  Peter 
Hershey  was  appointed  guardian  for  the  children. 
Another  tradition  is  that  Rachel  and  her  children 
after  returning  to  Pennsylvania  later  returned  to 
Ohio  and  lived  in  Lebanon.  (Brenneman  Family  History) 

The  public  record  shows  Daniel  at  one  time  owned  a  number  of 
islands  in  the  Susquehanna  River  as  well  as  considerable  acreage 
in  Newberry  Township.  Prior  to  his  death  most  of  his  holdings 
were  transferred  to  his  sons . 

In  1777  Daniel  was  arrested  and  confined  in  the  Carlisle  jail 
for  his  Tory  activities.  He,  with  other  loyalists,  James  Rankin, 
Rev.  Daniel  Batwell,  Rev.  Thomas  Ear  ton.  Dr-  Henry  Norris  and 
others  had  plotted  to  destroy  powder  bases  and  stores  at  York, 
Lancaster  and  Carilisle.  Rankin  fled  to  safety.  His  property 
was  confiscated.  Batwell  and  Barton  were  permitted  to  pass  to 
the  British  lines.  Dr.  Norris  was  arrested  the  following  year 
and  taken  to  Valley  Forge  where  he  was  sentenced  to  103  lashes  . 
General  Washington  who  described  Norris  as  "madly  loyal"  reduced 
the  sentence  to  one  month's  hard  labor  and  a  fine  of  50  pounds 
"for  the  use  of  the  sick  in  camp."  (See  Archives,  Loyalist 
Transcripts  and  Washington  Writings,  Fitzgerald). 

A  complete  discussion  here  of  the  ramifications  of  this  event 
and  of  the  people  involved  is  not  practical.  Suffice  it  to  say 
Daniel  Shelly  seems  to  have  had  a  change  of  heart.  Plis  name  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  roster  of  Capt.  Robert  McKee's  Company,  jrd .  Bn. 
Lancaster  Co.  Militia  August  27,  1773  (Archives  5th  Series.  Vol. 
7,  p  203)  and  on  roll  of  the  7th  Company  of  the  7th  Battalion  for 
the  year  1781  (Vol.  7 j  732)* 
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Jacob  Shelly  and  his  neighbors 
along  the  Little  Conestoga  Creek 
in  Lancaster  County,  a  few  Kales 
west  of  Lanca'ter,  about  the  year 
1733 .

After  the  death  of  his  father  Peter  acquired  l80  acres  of  the 
land  formerly  owned  by  his  father  in  Hempfield  Township  in 
Lancaster  County.  After  disposing  of  this  land,  he  followed 
his  brothers  Jacob  and  Daniel  to  Newberry  Township.  In  his 
will  he  refers  to  f,my  brother  Daniel  and  his  brother-in-law 
John  Plow  were  named  Executors.  By  direction  of  the  court,'  - 
the'Executors  were  aooointed  guardians  of  the  children. 

The  Orphan's  Court  record  of  August  28,  1771  shows  that  Catha¬ 
rine  Shelly  is  now  married  to  Christian  Alleman.  Daniel  Shelly 
requested  the  appointment  of  a  guardian,  and  Jacob  Shelly,  uncle 
is  named  Guardian  for  Mary  who  is  now  11  years,  Ann  3  years  and 
Pefrer.  Christian  Alleman  and  wife  asked  that  the  guardian  be 
directed  to  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  the  children.  The 
Aleemans  were  granted  6  pounds  for  Feter  and  Ann,  but  notning 
for  Mary.

Jacob  Shelly,  a  blacksmith,  resided  in  Newberry  Township,  York 
Co  . 

By  deed  of  June  15,  1 7-35 ;  acquired  the  lands  of  Samuel  Love. 
These  lands  were  sold  April  3,  l304  to  John  Jacoby  of  Manchester 
Township.  (Deed  Book  2-R,  p.  123). 

By  another  deed  of  the  same  date  Jacob  together  with  his  wife 
Margaret  sell  to  Jacob  Jacoby  another  plot  in  Kewberry  Township 
adjoining  the  land  of  Jacoo  Meyers,  the  same  being  the  land  pur¬ 
chased  from  Jacob  Barr  (Bear/Bare)  October  12,  1792.  From  this 
it  would  appear  the  sponsors  at  the  baptism  of  Daniel  were  nei- 
bor-s  .  (Deed  Book  2-R,  p.  125). 

In  Deed  Book  2-H,  p.  190,  under  date  of  May  31,  1792,  is  recited 
the  sale  of  land  to  Abraham  Shelly  of  Newberry  Township,  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  transaction  was  the  kk  A.  sold  by  Cornelius  Lane 
in  1758  to  Daniel  and  Jacob  Shelly,  and,  that  part  of  tract 
#5586  purchased  by  his  father  from  James  Rankin  in  1770. 

After  these  real  estate  transfers  no  further  record  of  Jacob 
and  Margaret  Shelly  was  found  in  York  County.

As  the  early  German  families  frequently  coupled  John  with  Jacob, 
this  man  is  being  included,  in  the  Shelly  list  for  no  other  than 
the  following  bits  of  circumstantial  evidence. 

Jacob  Shelly  and  wife  Barbara,  of  Lancaster  County,  probably 
moved  to  York  County.  In  1788,  Jacob  was  one  of  the  Executors 
of  his  father  Christian's  estate  in  Lancaster  County.  In  1796 
he  was  not  an  Executor  of  the  estate  of  his  mother,  Magdalena. 

Jacob's  parents,  Christian  and  Magdalena,  provided  Peter,  an¬ 
other  son,  with  land  on  Shelley  Island.  Subsequent  to  the  death 
of  his  father,  Peter  died  intestate  and  unmarried,  whereupon  his 
brothers  and  sisters  (including  Jacob  and  Barbara)  deed  to  their 
mother  their  interest  in  the  land  on  the  island.  After  the  death 
of  Magdalena,  the  mother,  Jacob  and  Barbara  again  join  with  the 
other  children  of  Magdalena  to  deed  to  Daniel  Shelly  the  island 
pro  pert y .

The  records  of  immigrant  arrivals  include  a  John  Schuman  who 
arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Saturday,  October  27,  1764  on  the 
Ship  Hero,  Ralph  Forster,  Captian,  late  of  Rotterdam  and  Cowes. 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  indentify  this  arrival. 

John  Shuman  was  the  owner  of  a  two -story  log  cabin  erected  on 
lot  #3  of  the  original  plan  of  the  town  of  Newberrry.  This  was 
later  sold  to  William  Wickersham. 

January  17,  1778  a  warrant  was  issued  for  the  arrest  of  Colonel 
William  Rankin  of  the  York  County  Militia.  Rankin  was  charged 
with  rescuing  John  Shuman  and  others  from  Captain  William  Ashton 
and  Joseph  Welsh  who  stated  Shuman's  arrest  had  been  legally  in 
connection  with  their  duties  as  militia  officers.  The  following 
sentence  concerning  Rankin  quoted  from  the  warrant  addressed  to 
the  Keeper  of  the  Jail  at  York  is  significant  of  the  times. 

"This  is  therefore  to  command  you  to  take  into  your  custody  and 
then  to  safely  keep  the  fiend."  (From  document  found  at  the 
York  Historical  Society.) 

No  record  was  found  concerning  the  arrest  of  Shuman  but  it  is 
thought  it  may  have  been  for  failure  to  muster.

"The  Washington  Guards  was  a  militia  company,  composed  of  60 
men  from  Newberry  Township,  and  was  organized  in  1858  and  com¬ 
manded  by  Captain  John  Crull.  In  l86l  when  the  Civil  War  opened. 
Captain  Crull  volunteered  to  enter  the  army  and  in  August  of 
that  year  went  to  York  with  forty  men.  The  87th  Regiment,  Penna. 
Volunteers  was  then  being  organized  at  York.  Captain  Crull  and 
his  men  were  mustered  in  as  part  of  Company  B  of b  this  regiment,:, 
and  served  during  three  years  of  the  Civil  War. 

When  the  Washington  Guards  organized  inll858,  they  purchased  a 
fine  flag  at  a  cost  of  $42.00.  This  banner  was  presented  to  the 
Historical  Society  of  York  County  by  Martin  S.  Crull,  a  son  of 
Captain  Crull,  in  the  year  1905*  Mr.  Crull  also  presented  a 
tenor  drum  used  by  his  company." 

In  1869  Moses  Shelly  was  the  proprietor  of  the  White  Hall  Hotel 
at  217  Market  St.,  Harrisburg.  In  1882  he  operated  the  Central 
Hotel  of  Harrisburg.  Subsequently  he  operated  a  tavern  at 
Goldsboro.
